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CONSTRUCTION STARTS ON SWEC — 
SOLID WASTE ENERGY CONVERSION PLANT 


Construction began last week on a unique demonstration of 
future technologies for turning trash generated by millions of 
visitors into usable energy — enough to save a million gal- 
lons of oil a year. 

Our new Solid Waste Energy Conversion (SWEC) plant 
points the way for eliminating sanitary landfills and provides 
an environmentally sound method of disposal for municipal 
and industrial solid waste. 

It will reduce 100 tons of refuse each day from the Vacation 
Kingdom and surrounding Orange County areas to a frac- 
tion of original volume. 

The end product is energy in the form of hot water and a 
nonpolluting "frit" — a black glassy material which will save 
97% in landfill disposal space. 





Using the innovative Andco-Torrax system based on blast 
furnace techniques which reduces waste at ultra high tem- 
perature, the plant will be the first of its kind used commer- 
cially in North America. 

The project is a joint venture with the U.S. Department of 
Energy which will carefully obtain data from every phase of 
the operation during its first year to assure the same system 
could be used to reduce large volumes of low level trans- 
uranic radioactive wastes. No radioactive material will be 
used here; however, everything from rubber gloves to metals 
and broken concrete which under other usage could be 
radioactive, will be fed into the facility. 
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Participants in the project are the Reedy Creek Improve- 
ment District, Idaho Operations Office of the U.S. Department 
of Energy, and the Orange County Commission. Orange 
County has agreed to divert an average of 50 tons of refuse 
daily from its landfill operation. 

The $14 million plant will be operated for the Reedy Creek 
Improvement District by the Reedy Creek Utilities Co., Inc. 

Officials taking part in the groundbreaking ceremonies 
included: Christopher Kouts from Washington, D.C. and 
Carl Gertz from the Idaho Operations Office, of the U.S. 
Department of Energy; Lamar Thomas, Chairman of the 
Orange County Commissioners; Tom Moses, General Man- 
ager of Reedy Creek Improvement District; Bob Kohl, Director 
of the Reedy Creek Utilities Co., Inc.; and Bob Matheison, 
Vice President of Operations. 

Fora 10-year period, data from the SWEC operation will be 
monitored by the U.S. Department of Energy to determine the 
efficiency of this process as an alternative energy source 
utilizing municipal waste. 

The process involves high temperature pyrolysis, the re- 
duction of wastes at temperatures over 2,000° F to power a 
boiler. 

The high temperature hot water produced by this facility 
will provide twenty percent (20%) of the daily requirements of 
our Magic Kingdom.

© Keeping your gas tank full is not 
necessarily wise. Each gallon of 
gasoline weighs six pounds and 
added weight cuts mileage. Extra 
trips to the service station also wastes 
fuel. So refuel when necessary not to 
keep the tank full. 


6 When driving down hills take ad- 
vantage of gravity and let off the gas 
slightly. 


® Keep your tires at the proper infla- 
tion. Underinflated tires make the 
engine work harder which cuts down 
on mileage. It will also damage your 
tires. 


© The type of oil you use can affect 
your fuel economy. If you're using a 
single-grade oil, try a multi-grade 
one for better mileage.
